It is not now the custom, u it 


used to be, to wait nntil every one 
is helped; haste or impatience are oat 
of j.l«ce, but it is proper to e»t when- 
ever the food is placed before one. 
One is not expected to ask twice for 
soup, fish or salad, and is seldom 
helped a second time to dessert. 


Preference 
for white or dark 


meat, rare or well done, should be 
expressed without hesitation, and 
alt food accepted or declined prompt- 
ly and in courteous terms. 
Well- 


bred people never handle the glass, 
silver 'or china unnecessarily, or the 
fond; they never make bread pills, 
or drink or speak with food in their 
mouths, or leave the table while 
eating, or complain of the dinner. 


When the child is strong enough 


to manage a fork, give him one in- 
stead of a spoon, and when the dig- 
nity of a knife is arrived at, teach 
him the use of it, and also, when 
done with the knife and fork, to lay 
them in close parallel across the 
plate, the handles to the right. 


Teach him to use a spoon proper- 


ly; to lay it in the saucer while he 
drinks his tea noiselessly, (holding 
the cup by the handle), to kave it 
in the saucer if the cup is to be re- 
filled, and to place it in the empty 
cup when done. 


)Toung people should not he al- 


lowed to flourish their bread in the 
in the air while spreading it with 
butter; it is to laid on the plate; 
neither should they sop up gravy or 
soup with bits of bread, or scrape 
their plates clean, or tilt their toup 
plates in order to drain them dry, or 
take the meat or bones with their 
fingers. The mouth should be care- 
fully wiped before drinking, and 
the giass or goblet lifted without 
putting the fingers over the brim. 


Table manners forbid all unnec- 


essary clattering of knives aud 
forks. Salt is taken on the knife, 
which ia tapped on the fore finger of 
the left hand, instead of on the fork. 
The hand is the proper medium for 
removing grape skins and fruit pits 
from the mouth to the plate, and 
the napkin should hide all use of 
the tooth pick. 


Vegetables are generally eaten 


with a fork or spoon. Asparagus 
may be taken in the fingers; water- 
cresses, celery, radishes and olives 
are always so eaten. Cheese is gen- 
erally taken with a fork.

When 
tbe engine went down the embankment 
tbe tender passed by, and together with ; 
the express car, landed on the other 
side of the track. The baggige car 
went still farther on, and was thrown 
off alongside a fence.

It 
is to be hoped that every school in the 
county will send delegates to the conven 
tion and that they will come prepared to 
say something upon one or more of the 
topics presented for consideration. Let 
me make a few suggestions— 


1. Elect at an early day the number o: 


delegates to which your school is entitled 


2. Select yonrmost earnest and reliable 


workers. 


3. Do not elect any one who will mil 


promise to attend the convention. 


4. Do not fend anv one who will not 


be willing to work in some way. 


5. We need money to carry on tbe 


great work and labor of love in which we 
are engaged. I suggest that a committee 
be appointed at the coming convention to 
devise ways and means whereby a fund 
shall lie raised annually for the purpose 
of moreefleclually promoting this great 
work. 


6. That we may not want for funds for 


the present emergency, I suggest that 
each school in the county send by the! 
delegates not less than one dollar and pay 
into our treasury. 


7. In view of tbe incieased amount o 


labor required of our recording and sta- 
tistical secretaries, I recommend that wi 
hereafter elect one person to fill both offl 
ces, and that be be paid $36 per annum 
for bis services. 


It is very desirable that every township 


in the county shall hold a convention 
before the meeting ot the county con 
vetillon which commences on the even 
ing of tbe 31st inst. Hold your conven 
tlon and select your vice-president. I 
would facilitate the business of the con 
vention and lighten tbe work of tbe sta 
tlslical secretary very much If each town 
ship organization and each school in th 
different townships would make out ant 
send to the secretary at the earliest dsy 
possible a full report, such at is required 
by the blanks he will send you. 


All the townships in the county except 


the following bave held conventions this 
year. I urge them In do so at once and 
report: Harristown, Niantic, Austin, De- 
catur, Hickory and Mt. Zion. A very 
little effort will bring together the Sunday 
School workers in yourtownsbip; il there 
is but one school, bolJ a township con- 
vention; that may be the means of other 
schools being started within its limits. 


Again I urge you to send delegates to 


tbe county convention. Don't say that 
Ibe meeting is to be held in an out nf the 
way place. Come. Ample provision will 
be made for you and all others that may 
attend by the hospitable people in tbe 
neighborhood
